ISM't ii also possible that AWOC is 
organizing the orange pickers simply 
because they are sincerely interested 
In doing just that -- organizing the 
oraiige pickers? 

The author takes one sentence lo 
deal with the 1960-1961 Imperial Val- 
ley lettuce strike. Ii would laJte ten 
pages to even begin to describe the 
tragedy of tliat strike. AWOC was not 
even Imolved in that strike at the 
begiiTOiiig. since they were supposed to 
be concentrating in the Stockton area. 
AWOC joined with the Packinghouse 
Workers and the jurisdlcUonal dis- 
pute was wtlh the Meat Cutters. It 
would be more accurate to say that 
the strike collapsed not because AWOC 
pulled out. but because organized tabor 
(as usual i simply did not give to the 
Packinghouse Workers the support they 
needed , 

Now let us take another look at 
tlve AWOC approach lo the organization 
of farm workers. The author seems to 
■'■3t .A.WOC is iiule better than 
. set up to rrtilk farm workers ' 
.: . .^..^6. (He didn t state AWOC's 
purpose in leaving workers in jail.) 
My own impression of AWOC is that 
it is simply an inept attempt to ap- 
ply the principles which have been 
successful in other sectors of the 
economy to the organization of farm 
workers In certain area, notably soft 
fruits, they have had some "success" 
because growers simply cannot af-'" 
ford the economic losses that even 
a brief strike will cause. Sometimes 
.ill that is needed is a brief show of 
strength directed at one grower, and 
all the grt>wers in an area will meet 
unt<^ wage demands. But this top- 
down organizational approach, even 
when successful , leads orriy to improved 
wages, and does linle in the way of 
building a lasting Institution, Thus, 
thiya^h ijie workers often gain higher 
v.;ig':s (hey develop little loyalty to 
.A,WOC 1"he workers move on to an- 
other crop and there Is no longer any 
function for AWOC to ser\'e in the 
area. Both their traditional irade un- 
i on bread-and-butter approach and the! r 
-'■■ ■ --.i'.*^ of funds effectively preclude 
< building a permanent, lasting 
./.aiion in these areas. Chavez, 
on tile oilier hand, wisely concentrated 
his iniliat.efforts to a relatively stable 
and permanent work force.

I do not know when this report was 
written, but the UAW has long since 
come Ihrough with their promi sed finan- 
cial assistance. It also should be point- 
ed out that the recent hearings by 
the Senate Sub-Committee on Migrant 
Labor which were conducted in Cali- 
fornia were largely the results of 
efforts by Walter Reuther, 

I never thougjit ttiat I would be 
put in the position of defending AWOC 
I have no particular love for their 
organization 

But they deserve better treatment 
than SDS has given them in this report 
Perhaps, if instead of relying on re- 
ports we've yet to hear contradicted, ' 
or what "some speculate." an honest 
anempt had been made to present the 
AWOC position, the author might have 
drawn a different conclusion. As an 
organization that has been subjecieti 
to the slander of Katzenbach, SD^: 
should be especially sensitive to pub- 
lishing damaging remarks about an 
organization untU an honest and tho- 
rough research attempt has been made 
In this particular case, even if every 
thing in the report were true, its pub 
lication does little good for any r>f 
the parties involved, l.ei us riii 
concentrate our efforts against the -. 
real and powerful enemies of '.\u- 
worker.

In the article on che grape strike 
in NLN MZ. it is said that "the grow- 
ers can be beaten" This brings to 
mind the following thoughts: 

First: Without in the least bit mean- 
ing to apoUgize for those who so In- 
humanly exploit their fellow men. I 
am concerned with the effect of or- 
ganizing on a largely negative basis -- 
of being against people, or. in some 
cases, hating them, as an organiza- 
tional technique (and. indeed, as a 
human reaction). I am aware that con- 
cern with nonviolence and loving people 
can often be a cover for not facing 
squarely the conflicts tn socity and 
between people, a.nd for not declaring 
oneself in those struggles Noretheless 
the pacifist's concern with the effects 
of both physical violence and hatred 
on tmth parties !s a valid one. one 
which we in SOS should concern our- 
selves with more Uian we have in the 
past. (1 might add that I've been in 
SDS since mld-!962 ) I know that tl 
is difficult to remember this whert 
exploitation is must severe and nidced, 
but even there ways must be fount* 
of working toward a community which 
embraces all men after all, assimiedty 
we do believe that all men are of 
value. (And it will not suffice for 
people to oulragedly answer thai ex- 
ploiters must be expropriated before 
community can l»? developed, 1 know 
that very well 1'hBt factdoesn'trelleve 
us of the duty to seek ways now for 
the future - and prese.nt -c*«timunity.) 
I also Know the veUie of the liberation 
which can come only with the expres- 
sion of built-up hatreds whose repres- 
sion would be a repression of the very 
men th«nselves. But I also know the 
dangers there Furthermore: 

Second: Becauae no many SOS mem- 
bers are not tltemselves poor and are 
not likely to spAnd most (If onyj of 
tlwir tima organizing in poor nelgn- 



bt.hixids, iJiey will but rarely have to 
deal with situations where exploitation 
is sharp and clear. Instead, they will 
be organizing among people who are 
both exploited and exploiters, as Is true 
of most of the middle class and, in- 
deed, many workers, who have' or wish 
to attain middle class status. There. 
I he problem of a differentiated ap- 
proach to people " seeking to appea* 
to the good in them while somehow 
rejecting or expurgating that which Is 
bad and exploitative - Is a very real 
one. There It Is a necessary tool 
of organizing to find means of attaining 
conmiiinlty with exploiters- .American 
society is not sharply bifurcated into 
the few evil exploiters and the ex- 
ploited many (though this is more true 
tiian .\mericaii mythologj' would have 
it); Instead, there is a many level sys- 
tem of exploitation and alienation, in 
which tJie people of each level take 
from those below but must give some 
to tliose above And ghettolzed people 
are not necessarily blessed with an 
immediately clear picture of the power 
structure and who is really o.xploitlng 
Uiem: they see welfare workers, cops 
the local grocer, city hall, often fellow 
ghetto residents, as tlie ones oppres- 
sing iliem Or, lo put the whole thing 
another way, the problem In both mid- 
dle and under class (though for dif- 
ferent reasons) is false consciousness 
- a false consciousness too often shai'od 
by SDS people. 

I know It's not easy to develop a 
'balanced' view of an Individual, re- 
cognlxing that he combines good and 
bad in himself and his social actions 
- just as it is difficult to do with 
a nation containing so much evil as 
the U, S ■• but this is Just what 
we mean by saying In the Port Huron 
Statement that "man is infinitely pre- 
cious"

societies serving academia, preparing 
pamphlet and textbook materials for 
high schools, developing critiques of 
educational philosophy and method, or- 
ganizing conferences and programs to 
explore the 'real world" in terms of 
specific fields and "interdisciplinary" 
areas, organizing "doctoral commit- 
ties at large" to aid graduate stu- 
dents in research relevant to the left, 
and in even beginning new universi- 
ties, In essense programs here will 
attempt to make knowledge relevent 
to the public and the basis for social 
change . 

U Radical In (he professions: At 
present the professions not only give 
poor service to those who need it the 
most, but they also enshrine conser- 
vative values and function as insti- 
tutional bulwarks to the status quo. 
Yet many, if not most of the present 
campus radicals wSlJ, in a few years, 
them-seives hold positions in the pro- 
fessions in order to counterbalance the 
natural tendency which flows fromthis- 
ihe tendency of society to isolate and 
transform the individual before he can 
organt?;e and transform the society. 
Value issues In the specific profession 
must be formed committed to radical 
social involvement, Specific KEP pro- 
grams will have Che initial ia,^k of 
preparing a pamphlet series on par- 
ticular professions dealing with the 
ritructur*^ of tho profession, the domi- 
nant values of the profession; Us links 
with and rt^iation to the status quo;

Ml Political Philosophy, Ideology, 
and Strategy; It is necessar>- (o con- 
tinually research the left ideology or 
ideologies in order to point up die 
contradiction between m-thand reality, 
between American id*^ iOgy and the 
"true interests" of the individual. To 
sustain this process of revealing myths, 
uncovering reality, and producing new 
solutions REP programs will include 
the compilation of "Radical Orientation" 
papers designed to research human 
nature and human possibility, debate 
the varied "images" of the "good soci- 
ety", define more explicitly our social 
criticism, and discuss definitively 
major issues such as "freedom." 
"power", "capitalism", "profits", etc' 
In the second part of the REP pro- 
grams an attempt will be made to 
discuss and research the major com- 
ponents of the present American "Ideo- 
logy" concentrating on the preparation 
of a series of pamphlets on seminal 
thinkers who act as reference points 
for current left thinking The last four 
parts of this area deal widi devel- 
oping and debating concrete models of 
Utopias; researching with a historical 
perspective the social movements of 
the past and present in America and 
around the world; discussing the "new 
conditions" of die modern world with 
an eye to present and future problems 
in society brought by lechnological and 
social change, and finally working out 
alternative models of social change 
strHtegy.

Agents of change; REP will do 
rtbercli nere to Uie area ol organiza- 
tional structure, the character 
of leadership and internal factions, 
the recruitment and retention of mem- 
bership, and so forth looking at specific 
movements and organization as exampl- 
es. A pamphlet guide to organizations 
will be prepared in addition to establish- 
ing contact with democratic radicals in 
other organization and providing infor- 
mation as to the activities of the var- 
ious organizations on the left. Special 
emphasis will be placed on looking 
at the university and other intellectual 
centers as sources of signiflcajjt ideas 
and social change. 

VI. Inlematlonal Education. In order 
to counteract the ignorance of the left 
as it pertains to knowledge of the rest 
of the world, REP will attempt several 
major programs of international educa- 
tion. One will be to prepare a "nations 
series" of education pamphlets dealing 
with the economic, social. andpoJitlcai 
environments of individual countries 
A second program will be toenoourage 
and support international exchanges of 
students in left movements and the esta- 
blishment of regular and frequent 
correspondence with radicals the world 
over. All of this will lead toward the 
development of an inlematlonal Intelli- 
gence network for the peace movement 
Another major part of the KEP program 
in this area will deal with an analysis 
of specific problems such as 
imptriollsm. communist foreign po- 
licy, world order, and so forth
